The Crisis in Italy. 

It is no longer doubtful that Signor 
Matteotti, the Socialist Deputy, has been 
murdered or that important members of 
the. Fascist’ Party are connected ‘with the 
crime. The. most hopeful feature of. the 
situation is Signor Mussolini s resolute 
interition to bring the criminals to justice, 
In this very grave crisis he shows neither 
fear nor favour. The editor of an influential 
organ of Fascism is under arrest. Signor 
Finzi, Under-Secretary of State for the 
Interior, and Signor Rossi, head of the 
Ministerial Press Bureau, have been com- 
pelled to resign. The latter, who had 
disappeared from Rome, surrendered him- 
self yesterday to the police. The most 


dramatic proof, however, of the Prime 


Minister's courage and firmness is found 
in the arrest of Commendatore Giovanni 
Marinelli,-one of the four men who formed 
the Directory of ‘the Fascist Party. His 
authority in the Fascist movement was 
only less than that of the Duce himself. 
Signor Marinelli. is. suspected of com- 
plicity in a plot to deprive the murdered 
Deputy .of - his persona], freedom. The 
Premier has taken another step which will 


tend to assuage the people’s fears. He has 


enlarged and reorganised the Directory, 
which now consists of eleven members, and 
has transferred the burden of the Home 
Office from his own shoulders. to those of 
Signor Federzoni, who enjoys the con- 
fidence of all parties. Public. order is 
maintained, and attempts to start general 
strikes in Rome and other cities have 
failed. Nevertheless, the deepest passioris 
have ‘been stirred throughout Italy, and 
the Government is confronted with a 
genera] demand that the criminal element 
in. the Fascist movement shall be sup- 
pressed ‘once for all. Political outrage 
has. been’ common. in recent months. 
Amerigo Dumini, one. of the supposed 
murderers of Signor ‘Matteotti, is known 
to have boasted that he had twelve 
homicides to his credit; and men of his 
type have enjoyed a long immunity from 
punishment, At last Italy is in revolt 
against this reign of terror. 

‘It. is expected that in his speech in the- 
Senate to-morrow Signor Mussolini will 
declare the Government’s attitude towards 
the extremists of the Fascist movement. 
The Dictator’s’ political development has 
been rapid and encouraging. Speaking in 
the Chamber. a few days before the kid- 
napping of Signor Matteotti, he declared 
his faith in the efficacy of, Parliamentary 
government, and invited the Opposition 
to help the Ministry by means of sugges- 
tion and criticism. There can be no ques- 
tion of the sincerity of this appeal, but, 
unfortunately, Signor Mussolini is handi- 
capped by his past. Time and again he 
has, proclaimed his contempt for the prin- 
ciples of democracy and his faith in the 
doctrines of “force. To this extent the 
harvest which he is reaping to-day is of 
his own sowing. Many of his followers 
refuse ‘to desert the old tactics and 
continue to make ‘Fascismo hated and 
suspected at the moment when it is 
‘striving earnestly to win’ the nation’s 
confidence. To-day three ‘perils “menace 
Signor Mussolini's Government. If it con- 
tinues to tolerate crime and indiscipline 
under the banner of Fascismo, popular dis- 
content will compel it to rely increasingly 
on the policy oí force, and its downfall, 
sooner or later, will. be assured. If. it 
decides now to declare ruthless war on the 
criminal elements, those elements, which 
seom to be represented not merely at the 
bottom, but also near the top, of the 
Fascist: organisation, may assert them- 
selves in open and formidable revolt. This 
is ‘the alternative which, as it. appears, 
Signor Mussolini is resolved to face ; and, 
of ‘course, he has made the right and 
‘statesmanlike.choice. The third danger: is 
that, however Fascism may decide to deal 
with its internal troubles, the Opposition 


parties may be able to make such. capital 
| out ot ‘them that there will be a great 
shifting of public opinion, and a political |

Our Industrial Outlook. 
Free State has been marking time. 


were clogged for more than twelve months 
by. the civil war, and intermittent strikes 


the country. The time has come now, 
however, when there scoms to be a reason- 


prises and general commercial develop- 
ment. In Mr. McGilligan, the new 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, they 
have secured a cepartmental chief who has 
energy as well as imagination, and his 
Trades Facilities Bills, if they are utilised 
in the proper way by the trading com- 
munity, ought to do much to restore 
healthy conditions. The Free State 
Government has a fine opportunity. If it 
supplements its fostering of trade. by a 
constructive policy of industrial de- 
velopment, turning a deaf ear to the 
numerous cranks who are trying to pro- 
mote impossible schemes, there is no good 
reason why in the course of a few years 
the Free State should not be well on the 
way towards economic prosperity. The 
problem of water-power is still under con- 
sideration. It is understood that Messrs. 
von Siemens, of Berlin, have prepared a 
favourable report in regard to the pro- 
posal to harness the Shannon ; and, if their 
plans prove to be sound, sufficient power 
can be developed to serve all Ireland's 
needs for many years to come. Of course, 
the scheme would be very expensive, cost- 
ing as much as £2,500,000; but, if the 
Northern Government could be persuaded 
of its value, the Free State might achieve 
an excellent stroke of business and politics 
combined by inviting Northern Ireland to 
participate in it. In any case, the fact 
that the matter is in train is a good sign. 
It proves that the Free State Government 
does not propose to stand still in economic 
affairs. 

The policy of destruction has been 
abandoned by the Republicans, 
any agitation for complete independence 
in the future probably will be conducted 
through the medium of the new group in 
Dail Eireann, -Industrial peace, however, 
is still lacking. There can be no economic 
progress so long as the relations between 
Capital and Labour are in a state of chaos. 


In.this. respect Dublin is probably the 
most unfortunate city in Western Europe. 


The Labour movement is divided against 
itselt.

The 
business community, now as heretofore, is 
eager to launch out on new enterprises : 
but Mr. Larkin and his friends are in 
the way. 


Adventure’s Toll. 


Mr. George Leigh Mallory and Mr. A. ©. 
Irvine have been killed in a final attempt 
to reach the summit of Mount Everest. 
It is presumed that the accident which led 
to their deaths was the result of extremely 
bad weather on the higher slopes of the 
great mountain. Both the dead men were 
experienced mountaineers. Mr. Leigh 
Mallory was a member of the two former 
Everest expeditions and was one of the 
most intrepid climbers in the world. The 
loss of such lives as these is part of the 
price which man must pay for, knowledge. 
Everest throughout the ages has defied the 
onslaughts of science. Its lonely peaks 
mock the puny efforts.of mankind to 
conquer them and Nature keeps her secrets 
intact in their icy fastnesses. Yet man 
has the eternal impulse to know, and, 
while the race survives, lives will he 
lost in its service. Science never 
stands still, and every success in the 
struggle with the elements urges it on 
to new endeavour. It is a hard task- 
master, claiming the best brains and the 
strongest bodies for its own, and sacri- 
ficing everything that men hold dear to 
its one great object. “ What shadows we 
are, and what shadows we pursue.’’ Nature 
cannot be conquered. A thousand years 
hence man probably will be just as far 
from the secret of life as he is to-day and 
as he was a thousand years ago, His 
»mechanical achievements, doubtless, will 
increase. The things at which we marvel 
will be commonplaces to our grand- 
children; but; in the end of ends, what 
does it all signify ?

THE LATE LORD PIRRIE. 


FUNERAL IN BELFAST TO-DAY: 
LONDON TRIBUTES. 


A special train, conveving the body of the 
late Viscount Pirrie, left Euston Station, 
London, last Saturday evening. Accompany- 
ing the remains were Viscountess Pirrie, Miss 
Carlisle, Mr. Creighton, Mr. Philp, Mr. A. 
T. Marshall, Mr. Cuming, Dr. J. 8. Morrow, 
and Mr. Henry P. Harland. The cortége, on 
its way to the station from Belgrave square, 
passed through Cockspur street, Trafalgar 
square, where Harland and Wolff's offices are 
situated. 

Here, as at all the large shipping offices in 
the vicinity, flags hung at half-mast and 
blinds were drawn in every window. Many 
friends of the great shipbuilder and Lady 
Pirrie accompanied the remains to Euston, 
but in deference to her ladyship’s wishes they 
did not proceed further.

COLONEL R. CHALONER KNOX. 


The death took place suddenly, at his resi- 
dence, Ballaghtobin, Callan, Co. Kilkenny, 
on Friday last, of Colonel R. Chaloner Knox, 
who was for years a county magistrate and 
grand juror, and was in his 70th year. 
Colonel Knox was a prominent supporter of 
the Irish Turf, and bred and raced several 
good horses. “One of his best horses was 
Ballaghtobin, who in his two-year-old days 
won all six Irish races for which he started; 
whilst the following season (1915) he won the 
Irish Derby, Ballaghtobin’s victory in our 
chief classic being gained after a memorable 
struggle with Achtoi, The son of Morganatic 
also carried off the Baldoyle Derby and a 
King’s Plate that year, and won two more 
races in 1916. It is worthy of note that 
Colonel Knox bought the dam, Fiorenza, when 
she was carrying Ballaghtobin, for the baga- 
telle of 55 guineas at Goff’s Ballsbridge Sales, 
and disposed of a half share in the colt to the 
late Mr. ‘‘ Tommy” Lushington, the joint 
proprietors subsequently ‘selling a half-share 
in him to Lord Decies for 5,000 sovereigns, 

Colonel Knox's colours were not so promi- 
nent during the last few years, but his in- 
terest in racing never slackened, and this 
season he had a couple of two-year-olds in 
training with Joseph Hunter at the Curragh 
one of which, Louvint, ran at the Curragh 
last month without, however, distinguishing 
himself. Colonel Knox was one of the most 
respected members of the Turf Club, to which 
he “was elected in 1893. His death will be 
sincerely deplored. The funeral takes place 
from Ballaghtobin Church to-day at 1 p.m. 


MR. SAMUEL McDOWELL,. 


The death of Mr. Samuel M ‘Dowell, a well- 
known Belfast shipping official, took place on 
Saturday, at his residence, Redholme 
Myrtlefield Park, Belfast.

The 
Colonial Secretary, with a. rather heavy hand, 
indulged in. banter at the expense of the 
Conservatives, amity | out that their rejected 
appeal to the country had been on the subject 
of Protection. He admitted, however, that 
there was a common ground om which mem- 
bers of all parties could meet. This was the 
recognition that there was a genuine problem 
of Empire which must be solved. A very 
interesting speech was made by Dr, Haden

On Wednesday, when the debate was re- 
sumed, Mr. Austen Chamberlain made a really 
fine speech. It was rather aggressive in tone, 
but, at the same time, full of wit and point. 
He was cheered for nearly two minutes when 
he sat down: Mr. Baldwin was also in: good 
form, and his speech was most effective. 
After he had surveyed the position he made 
some constructive proposals, The Govern- 
ment should bring together a body of economic 
experts to study the whole situation. Was it 
not possible, he asked, to enter into” an 
arrangement to secure from the Dominions 
the enormous quantities ef food-stuffs which 
we require and to distribute them with the 
lowest possible margin ? Socialists were de- 
lighted with the suggestion and shouted 
loudly ‘* Socialism.” It was a trap, however; 
for Mr. Baldwin went on to say, “ and obtain 
free entry for our goods into the Dominions.’’ 
Mr. Asquith crossed the floor to talk from 
the Opposition side, and delivered an 
academic speech which carried nobody away. 
The Prime Minister and the Chancellor also 
spoke. and in the end all the Preference 
reslutions were defeated, though in one case 
the majority was only six. This was in a 
free vote of the House. 

Thursday. provided a most interesting 
debate on the vote for the salary of the 
President of the Board of Trade. Mr. Sidney 
Webb conveyed the. impression that he was 
an optimist, since he thought the increase in 
the trade returns for May perfectly wonderful. 
Mr. Lloyd George followed with a vigorous 
speech couched in a pessimistic vein. In his 
opinion the percentage increase in our exports 
was not satisfactory, and he could see nothing 
like a trade boom in the offing. -He pointed 
out that ours is a nation capable of saving 
itself in an emergency, provided that it knows 
the truth. After the discussion the vote was 
accepted. Friday's debate was on the dangers 
of white lead, and a bill was introduced to 
limit its use. After some discussion and 
slight alteration the bill was read a second 
time, 

During the coming week there will be more 
than one interesting debate. To-morrow the 
second reading of the Housing Bill. will be 
taken, while on Thursday there will be a 
discussion on the Ministry of Labour vote. 
The. Conservatives are anxious to talk about 
the recent electric railway strike and will 
initiate a debate for this purpose.

The French Premier has ‘arrived, and 
probably by the time when these lines 
appear he will have gone. The meeting 
between M. Herriot and Mr, Ramsay 
Macdonald was extremely warm, and it is 
not too much to hope that. the seeds of a 
new understanding between this country 
and France have been arranged during the 
intimate conversations at Chequers. It wa, 
known that M. Herriot intended to talk 
very plainly on ok ho question, 
and, since this is a subject in which our 
Prime Minister takes the deepest interest, 
it is extremely probable that somethinz 
definite may come of the meeting. \r. 
Macdonald desires more than anything 
else: to leave his mark as Britain s Prime 
Minister on the international situation. 
and a real and satisfactory attempt at a 
settlement in Europe. would secure every 
ounce of vigour that he has to spare. Ir 
was rumoured here this afternoon that tha 
outconie of the meeting at Chequers will 
be a conference between all the parties, 
and that this will not be long delayed. 


Preference. 


Lord Long has taken up. the cudgels on 
behalf of the overseas Dominions and the 
rejected resolutions of the Imperial Con- 
ference. On Thursday, in the House of 
Lords, he will move an important motion, 
which, no doubt, will have considerable 
weight overseas. This regrets the decision 
of the Government not to endorse the 
tariff preferences, as also its declaration 
that it reserves full liberty to propose to 
Parliament the reduction or abolition of 
the duties on al] the commodities to which 
preference now applies. and records the 
belief of the House of Lords that this 
unsympathetic attitude to a policy which 
has been unanimously approved by all the 
States of the Empire at successive con- 
ferences must seriously weaken the stability 
of our Imperial trade relations and 
prejudice the unity of the Empire. 


Clever Propaganda. 


The Labour Party is showing itself 
abreast with the times, or, rather a little 
in advance of the period. It is already 
angling for the votes, which have not yet 
been granted by Parliament, of women of 
the age of twenty-one. A meeting held in 
a London suburb last week invited every 
girl to bring “her husband or young man. 
but, if they cannot accompany you, come 
by yourself.” The value of the vote is 
being impressed upon those who, in all 
probability, shortly will be added to the 
electorate. June is an unusual month for 
political propaganda but all parties are 
increasing their activities. Conservatives 
have held over a hundred open-air meet- 
ings in London this week; the Liberals 
have addressed gatherings to the number 
of over eighty, and Labour appears to be 
carrying on a campaign everywhere. 


Ireland and Washington. 


The Colonial Secretary to-morrow will be 
asked by Sir Henry Craik if the Irish 
Free State Government has: applied to send 
a separate representative of the Free State 
to Washington ; if this proposal has been 
assented to by the British Government, 
and if it is proposed that the representa- 
tive of the Free State shall have an inde- 
pendent position at Washington. Captain 
Wedgwood Benn also will ask for a state- 
ment on this matter. 


The Entertainment Tax. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer is being 
urged from two directions to amend his 
proposals regarding the entertainments 
tax. On the one hand, it is contended 
that the taxes should not be reduced, as 
the concessions have not generally been 
passed on to the public, while another 
group favours the widening of the scops 
of the concessions, so that all seats up to 
half a crown may be brought within the 
reductions. When this portion of the 
Finance Bill comes before the House ct 
Commons it is not unlikely that soms 
change may be made, and, according ta 
present appearances, part of the tax on 
some of the higher-priced seats may be 
remitted. 


An All Metal Aeroplane. 


The opinion of German aviation expert) 
cabled from Berlin that an all-metal aero- 
plane has more prospect of making a suc- 
cessful flight round the world than one of 
the ordinary type does not contain a new 
idea. The same view has been expressed 
in this country. During the war, when aero- 
planes built here were sent to Egypt for use 
in the training of pilots, and to Palestine 
for active operations against the Turks, it 
was found that the change in the climatic 
conditions seriously affected the. machines. 
The military aeronautics ‘department el 
the War Office, and afterwards the Air 
Board, in co-operation with the Nationa! 
Physical Laboratory, sent a special staf 
of chemists to the East to observe the 
effect of the heat upon the woodwork and 
fabric. As the result of their experiments 
all the machines intended for use in tl 
East were fitted with specially treated 
fabric, but the difficulties were never quite 
overcome, and: only an all-metal machines 
will selve all the problems involved in 
fiving an aeroplane from a cold to a ho! 
climate. 


Summer. 


Official summer arrived yesterday, and 
in due orddr; for it was a most ylorious 
day. This week will mark the climax ol! 
the best season for years; for, beginning 
with Ascot Sunday and the arrival of the 
King and Queen of Denmark to-day, there 
will be a garden party and two Courts 4! 
Buckingham Palace, while in the Sports 
World the International Horse Show and 
the Lawn Tennis Championship Al 
Wimbledon will attract many visitors. 
In another direction the theatrical garden 
party at Chelsca on Friday is one of tha 
most popular fixtures of the year. 


Ulster Scouts. 


A party of between four and fie 
hundred Boy Scouts . are coming from 
Ulster for the great Jamboree at the end 
of July. One of the chief features of the 
Exhibition at the moment is the grea! 
number of children—boys and gir)s--to !« 
seen daily. It seems that any number 
from six thousand to seventeen thousand 
arrive daily, about half coming from the 
provinces and half from London.

A GENEVA VISIT. 


FRANK’ DISCUSSION 


ON DAWES REPORT. 


The Chequers Conference began at ten 
o'clock on Saturday night, and the first 
sitting lasted until nearly two in the 
morning. Conversations were resumed at 
9.30 a.m. yesterday and concluded at 


1.45 p.m a 
Those taking part, in addition to Mr. 
- Macdonald and M. Herriot, were Sir Eyre 
Crowe, Permanent Under-Secretary to the 
Foreign Office, and M. Peretti Della 
Rocca, Director of the Political Service at 
the Quai d'Orsay, with M. Bergery, the 
French Premier's Chef du Cabinet, and 
M. Camerlynck, interpreter. 

The outcome of their deliberations was 
summarised by the Foreign Office yester- 
day evening in the following official com- 
muniqué :— 

A meeting between the French. and 

tritish Prime Ministers was held ‘at 
Chequers on Saturday and Sunday. .A 
friendly and informal discussion took 
place on the several questions arising out 
of the Dawes Report, and the measures 
to be taken in order to put it into execn- 
tion. No definite conclusions could, vf 
course, be arrived at pending consulta- 
tion with the Italian and Belgian Govern- 
ments. 

The conversation revealed general 
agreement between the French and 
British points of view, and, on the part of 
the two Prime Ministers. a common de- 
termination to meet the difficulties which 
beset their countries. and, indeed, the 
whole world, by continuous eo-operation. 

Tt was agreed that, subject to the con- 
venience of the other Allies, a conference 


should be held in London not later than |. 


the middle of July for the purpose of de- 
finitely settling the procedure to be 
adopted. 

M. Herriot was an hour and a half late 


in reaching London on Saturday aiter- 


noon owing to trouble with the engine of 
his train on the other side of the Channel. 
It was suggested, however, that he had 
been able to put the delay to some use. 
General Nollet, the new French War 
Minister, who was formerly head of the 
Inter-Allied Commission of Control in 
Germany, had travelled with him from 
Paris to Calais for the purpose, it is 
believed, of discussing with him the latest 
reports from General Degoutte on the 
subject of German armaments. In French 
circles in London a good deal of signific- 
ance was attached to this fact. 

Sir Eyre Crowe, Permanent Under- 
Secretary to the Foreign Office, the French 
Ambassador, and Colonel Sir Ronald 
Waterhouse, the Prime Minister’s Private 
Secretary, were at Victoria to meet M. 
Herriot, who had a warm greeting from 

' the general public. 
Little time was spent in conversation, 


and in a few minutes the French Premier | 


was on his way to Chequers by motor-car. 

He reached his destination in a storm, 
and found his host awaiting him with sume 
anxiety. In order that no time might be 
lost the party sat down to dinner without 
changing their clothes, and Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald presided in golfing attire. 

I understand that the talk when tt 
hegan immediately assumed an extremely 
frank character. Indeed, it is doubted 
Uf franker conversations have ever been 
known in European diplomacy. They te- 
vealed, as the official statement intimates, 
‘general agreement,” but it would be in- 
correct to infer from this that they re- 
vaaled agreement in detail. 


“Neither side gave away anything which |. 


it held to be essential or vital,’’ said a 
distinguished French authority last night, 
and to those in touch with M. Herriot's 
views, and the peculiar difficulties of his 
political position, the sentence is one into 
which a great deal of meaning can be 
read. 

The two Prime Ministers agreed to pay 
a brief visit to Geneva together at tne 
opening of the Assembly of the League of 
Nations in September next. . 

It is understood that the London Con- 
ference wil probably be held on July 16, 
and that all the Allies will be invited. It 
may also be anticipated that the United 
States will be given the opportunity of 
sending a representative. 

THE UNKNOWN WARBRIOR’S GRAVE. 
M. Herriotand the French officials arrived 
yesterday afternoon in London and stayed 
the night at Claridge’s Hotel. The French 
Premier is leaving this morning for 
Brussels, where he is to have an interview 
with MM.

A member of the Alpine Club, fully con- 
versant with all the details of the arrange- 
ments for the Everest Expedition and its pro- 
gress, interviewed by Reuter, said that it was 
already possible, even from the few details at 
present available, to form a surmise as to the 
nature of the disaster which resulted in the 
deaths of Messrs. Mallory and Irvine. 

In the expedition of 1922 Mr. Mallory 
reached a certain point (without oxygen) 
below the projecting “ nose ' of the mountain. 

Finch, later, working with oxygen, made a 

detour round this “ nose,” and, although he 
did not get so far as to accomplish this and 
return to the ridge above, he reached a point 
considerably higher than that attained by 
Mallory. 
. The particulars to hand appear to indicate, 
in fact, that the party, again following the 
route of Finch’s detour, met with disaster in 
the same way as the great climber, Mummery, 
who was killel by an avalanche, with the 
whole of his party, on Nanga Parbat, the con- 
figuration of Everest at this point rendering 
the danger from avalanches especially 
threatening.

LEADER’S REPLY TO CRITICS. 


A Labour demonstration was held yester- 
day on the Courthouse = ontey Nenagh.

Mr. D. Morrissey, who presided, said that 
the aged and infirm poor were carted like 
swine in a lorry from Nenagh Workhouse to 
the County Home in Thurles. If the workers 
wanted to have their prievances remedied they 
should rely on their own organisation and 
their own representatives. 

Mr. Johnson said that the future of Ireland 
must be based on the community of people 
who toiled for a iivelihood. ‘he Labour 
Party was criticised for supporting the Go- 
vernment in some matters and opposing it in 
others. The Party's policy was fo consider 
every Prepon! brought forward, and to sup- 
port it only if it was worthy of support. The 
most foreign thing in Ireland was the system 
of commerce and industry called capitalism. 
Capitalism must be replaced by the co-opera- 
tion of the workers of the country. 

The first duty of a Government was not to 
balance a budget, but to provide proper food 
and clothing for every child, and employment 
for every man, and to see that none within the 
shores of Ireland should starve. (Cheers.)

At about 9 o'clock on Saturday mornin 
the wireless stations at Calcutta, Bombay, 
and Rangoon received the following :—‘‘S.0,.S. 
In distress ; position: latitude 13 north, longi- 
tude 93 east ; Clan MacMillan.”’ ' 

A few minutes later the Sa 
Leicestershire (built by Messrs. Workman, 
Clark and Co. at Belfast), reported that she 
had picked up the 5.0.8., that she was racing 
at full speed to the spot indicated, and that 
she would reach it by noon. 

The Leicestershire reached the Clan Mac- 
Millan’s reported position (about 30 miles 
south-east of Table Island), but could find no 
trace of the steamer or her boats. The search 
was continued all Saturday and yesterday, but 
without result. 

Telegrams received last night throw no 
further light on the mystery of the Clan 
MacMillan’s fate. The theory that the vessel 
was lost in a cyclone is discounted by the fact 
that the chief port officer at Calcutta reports 
that the weather has been fine in the area 
where she was stated to be on Saturday 
morning. ' 

Lioyd’s Agent at Rangoon says that “ pre- 
sumably the steamer has either sunk or been 
abandoned.” It is hoped that the crew of 
sixty are in their boats making for Table 
Island. but the fact that they have not been 
sighted by the Leicestershire makes this hope 
a slender one.

23 WOUNDED. 


MUSSOLINI TAKES 
ACTION. 


The Italian crisis, following the disap- 
pearance of Signor Matteotti, the Socialist 
deputy, who is believed to have been 
murdered at the instigation of several 
leaders of the Fascisti movement, con- 
tinues. Efforts are now being made to 
secure the resignation of General de Bono, 
the Chief of Police. 

According to the Messagero, Matteotti’s 
assailants only planned to beat him to the 
extent of giving him a good lesson; but 
his resistance became so violent, und his 
cries for help so alarming, that, after 
having struck him with an iron knuckle- 
duster, one of the aggressors fired a re- 
volver at the Socialist deputy, killing him 
instantly. 

Violent speeches were made at a public 
meeting at Geneva, attended by many 
delegates to the Labour Conference ; while 
in Paris a Communist meeting, where the 
Fascisti was also denounced, broke up in 
disorder—23 persons being wounded.

FRENCH FLAG TORN DOWN : 


POLICE CHARGE MOB.

Twelve policemen and eleven Communists 
were wounded, several of them seriously, this 
evening at St. Gervais, when serious rioting 
occurred at a demonstration organised by the 
French Communists to protest against the 
murder of the Italian Deputy Matteotti, 

A large number of Italian Communists and 
Socialists were present. The proceedings 
were quiet until an Italian named Batazi tore 
down a French flag from the Municipal Build- 
ings. The flag was then burned. 

Thereupon squads of police, who had been 
kept in reserve, were brought up and charged 
the crowd in an attempt to arrest Batazi, 
who was protected by the crowd. Bottles, 
stones, and large pieces of iron from the rail. 
ings in the neighbourhood were hurled. 
Revolver shots were also fired, and it was not 
until a number of policemen had been injured 
that the agitators were got under control and 
dispersed. 

Large numbers of arrests were made.

The Opposition has 
been aroused over the complete complicity in 
the escape of Rossi and the fact that 
numerous Fascisti have been charged with 
having taken part in the Matteotti crime. 

Lhe Opposition’s position is much less clear 
than that of the Dictator. The Opposition 
wants to withdraw from their Parliamentary 
position, but the Liberals are doubtful of 
the advisability of absenting themselves from 
the Chamber. The Communists are in open 
revolt, 

The Minister of the Interior has officially 
declared that only 2,300 Fascisti have been 
mobilised in Rome, but the Government 
communqué does not mention that three 
thousand Rome '' Black Shirts”’ are now 
under arms in their barracks. The Govern- 
ment and a section of the Press are very 
bitter over the protest which has gone up 
in various violent forms from the civilised 
world. 

The Rome Press is filled more or less with 
sarcastic remarks against France, England, 
Germany, and the United States, concerning 
discreditable parts of their history. 

The search for Matteotti’s body is 
on widely in many districts. There is no 
truth -in the stery printed in 7¢ Mondo 
yesterday to the effect that Matteotti’s body 
had been secretly buried in Vigo.

The first open clash between the Fascisti 
troops and the population is reported from 
Naples. The Fascisti were hissed by Socialists 
and others. In a street brawl which followed 
there were several injured casualties on both 
sides. No shots were fired, however, from 
cither side.

WEMBLEY AND TTS 
WONDERS. 


PRINCE AND HORSE IN 
BUTTER.

LONDON, Sunday. 

Canada is represented at- Wembley by a 
section comprising 5} acres, and containing 
three buildings. e main pavilion is placed 
between two smaller buildings, occupied by 
the Canadian-Pacific Railway and the 
Canadian National Railways. The central 
building is placed in a delightful spot near 
the lake, which runs through the grounds of’ 
the Exhibition. It was designed by a 
Canadian architect, and all the material used 
in the construction was of Canadian origin. 
Reduced to cold figures, the timber used in 
the build:ng amounted to upwards of two 
million feet, the metal parts weighed two 
hundred tons, and there is comfortable stand- 
ing room for no fewer than twenty-five 
thousand people. E 

Pictorial representations of Canadian life 
and scenery take up a large part of the space. 
They are of no ordinary variety, but are a 
great advance upon the ordinary ‘‘built-up,’ 
or staged scenery. In the foreground, models 
are employed to illustrate buildings, agricul- 
tural implements, and produce and vehicles, 
while at the back, the distant view is shown 
on painted canvas, upon which the sky is also 
represented. As the result of novel lighting 
effects, it is difficult to distinguish where the 
built-up portion ends and the scenery begins. 
Scenes of this character occupy a whole hall, 
which is itself magnificently designed and 
arranged. The prairie scenes lend themselves 
splendidly to illustration by this means. 

IN THE WHEAT FIELDS. ! 

The most typically Canadian exhibit is a 
series of scenes dealing with the growing and 
transportation of wheat, Last year Canada 
exported wheat and wheat flour to the value 
of £64,000,000, which amount represents over 
a quarter of the value of the total exports. 
The scenes show the growing corn, the 
harvesting operations, and the transportation 
of the grain from the distant fields to the 
Great Lakes, where gigantic elevators at the 
head of Lake Superior load the vessels which 
carry it to various trans-shipping centres, 
where it is taken over by ocean-going ships. 
The terminal elevators at the twin ports of 
Fort William and Port Arthur, at the head 
of Lake Superior, have a combined storage 
capacity of approximately 60,000,000. bushels. 
The, total receipts of wheat wt-these ports in 
the crop-year 1922-23 amounted to 244.915,000 
bushels, of which 229;819,000 bushels were 
loaded into the Lake steamers, the remainder: 
being despatched by rail. 

In view of the great importance of the 
wheat industry to Canada, it tg not surprising 
that it plays a large part in the Wembley 
exhibit; but other products are by no. means 
neglected. There is, for instance. an excellent 
display of furs—real furs, which are shown 
souks their correct natural descriptions— 
manufactured articles, and mineral products. 

INDUSTRIES. 

There is no lack of information concerning 
the conditions in the Dominions. One hall is 
devoted entirely to the display of statistics 
relating to such subjects as public finances, 
transportation, internal trade, external. trade, 
manufactures, mineral products, fisheries and 
fur farms, dairy products, agriculture popula- 
tion and education. The figures show that, 
while agriculture remains the principal in- 
dustry, Canada is developing an w mhí 
side which .is making great progress, The 
total annual value of the products of manu- 
facturing industries in Canada, as shown by 
the latest official returns, was no less than 
£549,585,555, and employment was given to 
517,141 hands. 

Raw materials used by the manufacturing 
industries are mainly provided from within 
the borders of the Dominion, for the country 
is rich in minerals, forests, water powér, and 
other natural resources. The chief metallic 
minerals are gold, silver, nickel, copper, lead, 
zinc, iron and. cobalt, the principal non- 
metallic minerals being coal, asbestos, natural 
Of the 
world’s nickel supply over 90 per cent, comes 
from the Province of Ontario, and about 66 
per cent. of the world’s production of asbestos 
1s found in the Province of Quebec. How 
much the newspapers rely upon Canada for 
paper may be gathered by the fact that last 
year Canada exported newsprint paper to the 
extent of £17,122.200, and wood pulp. valued 
at £9.405.400. Other interesting items in the 
list of exports are motor cars and parts, 
£7,471,800; cheese, £4,689,000; bacon and 
hams, £5,789.400. and cattle £2.047,200. 

MODELS IN BUTTER. 

The model of the Prince of Wales, in 
butter, in the Canadian Pavilion, ranks only 
a little way behind the Queen's Doll's: House 
in the Palace of Arts as one of the most 
talked-of features of the Exhibition. The 
modelling is wonderfully well carried out, 
and the Prince is shown by the side of a 
horse, also in butter, both being life-size. 
Few visitors have left the Exhibition without 
inspecting this model, which is accommodated 
in a huge glass case. 

The distinguishing feature of the Canadian 
exhibit is the interesting manner in which it 
has been sought to present information con- 
cerning the resources of the Dominion in an 
attractive manner. Every corner of the sec- 
tion is interesting, and every part of it serves 
to illustrate the progress of Canada and its 
people.

THE HOUSING BILL. 


FATAL OBJECTIONS,

The Times in a leading article on the Hous- 
ing Bill, an amendment for the rejection of 
which is to he submitted in the House of 
Commons to-day by Lord Eustace Percy, 
says :—The bill, from beginning to end, is a 
bad bill, be¢ause it will not, and cannot, do 
what it. sets out to do. When the Labour 
Party: came. into office it was hoped by many 
of those interested in the housing problem 
that because of the practical knowledge of 
housing needs and sasiditGons which they were 
supposed to have they might be more success- 
ful than: previous Governments in dealing 
with the emergency. Now, aíter five months 
devoted to the consideration of the problem, 
they have produced a measure to which 
there are two fatal objections. Its cost would 


. be overwhelming, and it would not work. 


' But if Mr. Wheatley’s measure as it stands 
is almost wholly unsatisfactory, it does not 
follow that even on tactical, or, which is more 
important, on practical grounds, it is sound 
policy for the Opposition to move its rejection 
outright. The first object of Government and 
of Opnosition alike is that the houses should 
be built. with the least possible delay. On 
that all parties are agreed. If it so happened 
that?) the Government were defeated on the 
question, ono inevitable result would be the 
further postponement of any practical build- 
ing scheme. As it is, the introduction of the 
Government measure has necessarily had a 
retarding influence on the operations initiated 
under the Chamberlain Act. In housing, as 
in agriculture, what the country wants more 
than anvthing else is a consistent and consecn- 
tive policy, so that those who are engaged in 
the industry and those who might be pre- 
pared to find in it a reasonable investment for 
their capital may know hew they stand.

THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION, 


The Times Correspondent at Washington 
writes:—Out of all the manceuvring and 
parleying of leaders, and the issuing of state- 
ments and grating of interviews, leading up 
to the opening on ‘Tuesday of the Democratic 
Convention in New York, there emerges ‘the 
probability that what happened to the Re- 
publicans in Chieago in 1920 will happen to 
the Democrats this year—that the two lead- 
ing candidates will be found to be mutualry 
exclusive and the party will have to turn to a 
third man as a compromise. 

What Mr. Lowden and General Wood were 
to the Republicans four years ago, Mr. 
McAdoo and Governor Smith are to the 
Democrats this year, but before they come to 
a trial of strength by ballot, there are ques- 
tions to be settled in which lie the germs of 
much confusion and extraordinary bitterness. 
There is the Democratic rule by which a two- 
thirds vote is necessary for the nomination 
o a Presidential candidate, and an attempt 
to change this is a feature of every Democratic 
Convention. There is the issue of the League 
of Nations, and ihe desire of at least a section 
of the party to renew the recommendation of 
membership which was included in the plat- 
form of 1920. And, perhaps, most important 
of all, there is the sn issue, which will 
come up in ine form of the question whether 
the party platform should include a plank 
openly condemning the Ku Klux Klan, and 
which will find Roman Catholics and Protes- 
tants openly ranged one against the other.
